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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant cancelled claims 1-2, 6 and 9-16. Therefore, claims 2-3, 5 and 7-8 are still 
pending. 

In previous Final Action mailed on 6/17/04, examiner pointed out that claim 5 
contained the allowed subject matter when overcoming 112, 2 nd paragraph. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-3, 5 and 7-8 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 
Claim 5 is allowed since there is no prior art teaches a process for producing a 
reflection type liquid crystal display device shown in Figs. 8a-e comprising the steps of: 

(f) forming a first capacitor electrode 24 when said source/drain electrodes are 
formed; 

(g) forming a second capacitor electrode (gate bus line 51 ) when said gate 
electrode layer is formed; 

(h) forming a third opening for storage capacitor through said interlayer insulating 
and said passivation film in position on said first capacitor electrode when first and 
second openings are formed. 

wherein 

• the reflection electrode extends through the third opening and is electrically 
connected to said capacitor. 
Claims 2-3 and 7-8 are allowed since they depend on the allowed claims.
